Tbe present disturbance of amity

The military profession demands 
of its votaries that they shall he in the 
strength and vizor of their years. 
Our 


experience in tbe late war showed how 
little was to be gained by keeping on 
the active list such generals as Scott. 
They were merely an embarrassment to 
the Government. If we aent our Beli- 
•anuses to beg by the wayside, there 
might be some ground for deprecating 
their withdrawal from the service. Bat 
a Major General who has a pension of 
$4,000 a year for the rest of his life, 
with full liberty to increase it by any 
civil employment for which he has stilt 
the energy needed, is hardly an object 
of publio commiseration. 


COMPARED with the great nation? of 


Europe, the United States show a 
greater population than any except 
Russia, which contains over seventy- 
two millions of inhabitants. Againn 
our 50,152,559, Germany shows 42,- 
727,360; Austna-Hnngary, :!7,831,420; 
France, 36.905,788; Great Britain and 
Ireland, 31,160,000; Italy, 27,789,475; 
Spain, 16,526,511. The total popula- 
tion of Europe is given by the Alman- 
aehdeGutba as 311,763,713. Hence 
we have even now only about one-sixth 
as many inhabitants, though our area 
and that of Europe as a whole are 
nearly equal. The eight largest States 
in the Union are in the order named : 
(1) New York, (2) Pennsylvania. (3) 
Ohio, (4) Illinois, (5) Missouri, (6) In- 
diana, (7) Massachusetts, (8) Kentucky. 
The aggregate population of these 
States in 1880 was 23,221,475, and In 
1870 it was 1D,224,799. They had 
then just about one-half the total pop- 
ulation; they now fall short of it by 
nearly two millions. 


(To Tell the Age of Cows. 


The age of horned cattle may gen- 


erally be known by rings on the horns 
till their tenth year ; after that time 
they give no indication of age farther 
than that the animal has passed its 
tenth year. The first ring appears on 
the horn after the animal has passed 
two years old—soon after, as a general 
rale, though sometimes before that age. 
During the third year, the ring gradu- 
ally increases, and at three yean of age 
it is completely formed. The second 
ring appears during the fourth year, 
and at the fifth year it is complete. Af- 
ter that period an additional ring is 
formed each year. This rule is suffi- 
ciently plain, and even a young farmer 
needs bnt little practice to enable him 
to read a cow's age on her horns. A 
eow with three nogs is eix years old ; 
with foar she is seven years old. No 
new ones formed after the 10th year; 
the deeper rings, however, and the worn 
appearance of the horns are preuv sure 
indications of old age—Ex.

tion. Then, with Mr. Blaine for Sec-

SKNATOR MORGAN, of Alabama, has 


been talking to a correspondent ot the 
Louisville f'aurirr-.hitrnal. and has 
contradicted some of their favorite 
views of his party's organs. They hold 
that the negro population has increased 
enormously in the South, and that this 
increase is an evidence that the colored 
men are well treated. The Senator, on 
the other hand, says : "The hill coun- 
ties are eefling the increase of popula- 
tion, while the fertile lands arc most 
constantly losing. 
In Alabama, the 


white counties have increased 35 per 
cent, while the negro counties have not 
increased 10 per cent, in the last ten 
years." The Senator looks for a re- 
distribution of the negro population 
over the whole country. The demand 
.for them as servants in the North and 
their desire to accept situations as such 
are equally great. He would not think 
a change of that nature an unmixed 
evil. If the cotton crop should be di- 
minished tbe people would get more 
for what remained. The whitr people 
of the South raise 3,000,000 bales of 
cotton with their own hands, and could 
dispose of it at handsome prices were it. 
not for negro competition. If more 
negroes arc needed to take the place 
of those who go away, why there is 
Africa, says the Senator, a never-failing 
source of supply. The Senator from 
Alabama, it is evident, can't see mush 
beyond the end of his nose in politics. 
liis views are extremely short-sighted. 
The idea that the South would suffer 
no pecuniary loss by the emigration of 
500,000 trained laborers, or that their 
places could be supplied by free bar- 
barians from Africa is exceedingly lu- 
dicrous. There was only one part of 
Mr. Morgan's "interview" that, was more 
absurd, and that was his statement that 
Garfield was elected by 30,000 "negro 
votes" at the North. 'lie was elected 
by the vote* of negroes in conjunction 
with 4,000,000 votes of whites. There 
is no such a thing as a negro-rote. Tbe 
votes of negroes did not count more 
than just ns many votes of white men. 


DOVER, N. II., .January 7.—Fire was
